Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as to claims 
1-4, patentability resides, at least in part, in the notebook computer including a display, 
a keyboard, a housing comprising first and second recesses, a pivot board including 
first and second hinges, and a support assembly including a foldable stand having one 
end hingedly coupled to the support assembly as claimed and in combination with the 
other limitations of the base claim. It is noted that the prior art of record fails to teach 
and/or fairly suggest such a combination of limitations as claimed. Therefore, claims 1- 
4 are deemed allowable over the prior art of record.
